It cannot be deny*d but that this is a Conjetare 
arocar enough to one part at leaſt of the buſineſs 
of this Pſalm, which was to return Thanks to God 
for 'putting' an' End to thuſe Oppoſoions that had 
been þ praoec even him by the Friends of the Hoaſe 
of Sax! ; and bringing al Ijrael to receive him as 
their K/zg.
